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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens of Bremen: 


I wish to submit the following report for the Mun- 
icipal Year of 1960-61: 


The enrollment in the Bremen Grade School has 
decreased during the past year. The grades vary in 
size. The assignment of grades to each of the three 
teachers, in a way that will maintain and even teach- 
ing load, will be the principal concern of school offic- 
ials during the next two or three years, rather than 
any concern about the size of the total enrollment. 

The number of students attending high school is 
6 more than last year and there will probably be an- 
other increase of 6 for September 1961. The cost of 
secondary tuition is one of the principal factors that 
has caused the increase in appropriations during the 
past two years. 

The new consolidated school has been occupied for 
over a year. During this time there has been a gradual 
change in attitude. The center of interest is now our 
school and not my school and your school. I believe 
that in the next few years the community will see con- 
tinued growth in pride in the school and increased in- 
terest in the school program as well as in the physical 
plant. | 
The School Department has been able to provide 
aids and equipment for the school that could not have 
been provided for three schools. During the past year 
a duplicator has been made available for the use of the 
teachers, a start has been made on a program for equip- 
ing the school with maps and a refrigerator has been 
secured in order that the milk program can be continu- 
ed. A cot has been given to the school for use when a 
pupil becomes ill during the day. 
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The pupils have contributed to the development 
of play areas by building a baseball back-stop and 
erecting a back-board. The pupils also constructed a 
walk leading from the graveled area to the grassed 
play areas. 


The School Committee has, with the assistance of 
the Soil Conservation Commission, made a start on 
draining and surfacing the parking area. The grounds 
need further work and landscaping. The Committee 
recommends that the balance in the Grounds Account 
be carried forward for use in continuing the work. 


The Bremen Health Council has sponsored a mouth 
health program again this year. There is a real need 
for such a program and the school officials appreciate 
the continued support of the program by the Council. 
The report of the dental hygienist follows this report. 

The cost per pupil for operating the Grade School 
last year was $198.89. The State average is approxi- 
mately $209.

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The anticipated gross operating costs for the com- 
ing year will increase about $3845. The anticipated 
State subsidy will decrease approximately $2100. Af- 
ter allowing for the balances that are to be carried for- 
ward, the School Committee finds it necessary to recom- 
mend appropriations for the coming year that total 
$3450. more than those of last year.

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PROGRESS REPORT of MOUTH HEALTH PROJECT 
Bremen - November 1960 


A second mouth health prosram has recently been 
completed for the children of Bremen bv a dental hy- 
gienist from the State Division of Dental Health. This 
program was conducted over a period of 4% days. 

Included in this program were: 

1. A mouth examination, cleaning and polishing of 
the teeth; individual toothbrushing instruction, and a 
series of 4 applications of sodium fluoride for 26 chil- 
dren in grades 2, 5 and 8 and for 2 pre-school children. 

2. An oral examination for children in grade one. 

3. Lessons pertairins to dental health were taught 
in all classrooms (grades 1-8). 

Facts found from the examination of all 33 chil- 
dren (grades pre-school, 1, 2, 5 and 8: 

1.7 children (21%) visit a dentist regularly while 
18 children (54.5%) have never been to a dentist. 

2. When asked the frequency of toothbrushing, 10 
children said they brushed their teeth twice a day. 
7 children said they never brushed their teeth. The 
rest (16) brushed only occasionally or when their par- 
ents made them do so. 

3. 2 children had either no evidence of active 
dental decay or recently completed dental care. 6 
(18%) have 11 or more decayed teeth; 12 between 1 
and 5 decayed teeth; and 13 between 6 and 10 decayed 
teeth. 


From these facts it is evident that the dental health 
of the children in Bremen is in need of improvement. 
The parents and the children should be aware of the 
importance of teeth for eating, appearance, speech and 
for general health. Teeth should not be considered 
alone, but as an essential vital organ working with and 
affecting the whole body. The necessity of proper 
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brushing and regular dental appointments for the best 
dental health should be stressed. 


We sincerely hope that this program has helped 
the children become more aware of the importance of 
their teeth and good dental care. 


The dental hygienist wishes to thank all of those 
who helped to make this program a success and her 
stay in Bremen so enjoyabic.

To the Citizens of Bremen: 

We the members of the Bremen Public Health 
Council wish to report our purpose and aim for this 
organization; and also our achievements for the year 
1960-1961. 

Our purpose is to determine through observation 
and study, health needs in the community. And our 
aim is to assist in interpreting the Public Health pro- 
gram in the community, so that it may be adequately 
supported and used. 

During the past year, we have aided the Health 
Physician and the school Health Nurse in medical ex- 
aminations of all school children and pre-school chil- 
dren. We have assisted in the administration of Polio 
shots, Immunization, and we measured and weighed 
each pupil in June and September which is recorded. 
Health records are kept of all children, and may be ex- 
amined and discussed with the child’s teacher. 

Health clinics for the year 1961 will commence 
March 6th. This will consist of Polio shots, Immuniz- 
ation, and Physical examinations, with Dr. Mary Tracy, 
School Physician, Mrs. Esther Long, School Health 
Nurse, assisted by members of the Bremen Public - 
Health Council. 


Rummage sales and Food sales were held, and Raf- 
fle tickets sold to pay for the second Fluoride treat- 
ments which was given in November 1960 to Pre-school 
children and to grades 2nd, 5th, and 8th. Miss Jean 
Young, Dental Hygienist, from the Division of Dental 
Health, Department of Health and Welfare, who ap- 
plied these applications reports as follows: 

“Facts found from the examinations of all 33 
children; 7 (21%) visit a dentist regulary, while 18 
children (54.5%) have never been to a dentist.

The Public Health Council voted upon the purchase 
of a Weighing and Measuring scale to be given to the 
Bremen Grade School before June 1961. The money 
was raised by having a Whist Party in July 1960, spon- 
sored by the kindness of the Muscongus Community 
Club, assisted by the Health Council. 

During the month of February 1960, the Health 
Council completed a course in First Aid, instructed by 
Mr. Austin Lincoln. Other residents in the town, had 
been invited to take this course, also. 
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Candy Sales, breakfast parties, and A Mutual Toy 
Party was sponsored by the Health Council so that a 
third Fluoride Treatment may be given to the _ pre- 
school and grade school this year. We are planning 
more Rummage Sales, and Raffle sales in order to con- 
tinue this important project. 

Open House was held, on November 10, 1960, in 


order to observe National American Education Week at 
the Bremen Grade School. Parents and cuests were 
served refreshments, furnished by the Public Health 
Council. 


Audiometer tests were administered to the Ist, 2nd, 
5th, and 8th grades. It was the members of the Public 
Health Council who conducted these tests, and plan 
to continue with these important tests. 


In an effort to build a more efficient organization 
for your health; your childrens health, welfare and pro- 
tection, we are always seeking new ideas. Your sug- 
gestions, and full cooperation is most-welcomed in 
every way, so that we may continue further in this 
serious and important work.

February 4, 1959 to February 3, 1960 


An Audit of the financial records maintained by 
the various officers of the Town of Bremen has been 
completed for the fiscal year ended February 3, 1960. 

The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expend- 
itures. The results are incorporated in the following 
text, exhibits and schedules. 


ASSETS: 


The general fund cash balance of $4,626.50 was 
verified by reconciliation of bank statements. 


Accounts Receivable totaled $1,833.45 and the ma- 
jor portion for $1,700.00 was due from state for snow 
removal. 


Taxes Receivable totaled $412.55. Of this $232.35 
is for 1958. 


Tax Deeds and Tax Acquired Property amounted 
to $776.52. 


LIABILITIES: 


Accounts Payable amounts to $740.00 and covers 
unpaid balance on snow removal contract. 


SURPLUS: 


The unappropriated surplus amounts to $6,952.34. 
There was a decrease of $4,967.84 during the year. This 
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change was due to the transfer of $5,495.29 to School 
Building Fund. This was offset partially by $492.45 
unexpended income. 


TRUST FUNDS: 


The trust funds principals totaled $2,938.00 and un- 
expended income amounted to $868.22. The principals 
and income are invested in U. S. Bonds of $1,500. 00 and 
time deposits totaling $2,306.22: 


RESERVED FUND: 


The Town built a central school during the year 
and expended $44,742.25 to construct the building. It 
was necessary to borrow $20,000.00 to complete pay- 
ments. See Schedule A-8 for analysis. 

Insurance coverage is $38,000.00 on the building 
and $2,500.00 on furnishings. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


The valuation and commitment books should be 
checked and proved before transferring commitment 
book to tax collector. 


The general ledger accounts containing assets, 
liabilities and operating accounts should be kept in a 
book with each category marked. This would make 
for more efficient handling. 


GENERAL: 


The Treasurer’s and Tax Collector’s bonds #107821 
was properly recorded in Town Clerk’s records. 


Excise tax receipts were verified in detail with 
copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 
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The Treasurer’s receipts and warrants were posted 
in detail to the proper accounts. Deposits should be 
deposited regularly. Vouchers, cancelled checks and 
payrolls were test checked in detail. 


It is my opinion, the accompanying statements and 
supporting information present fairly the financial 
position of the town at February 3, 1960 and the results 
of its operations for the year ended.

To the Citizens of Bremen: 


I wish to submit the following report for the Mu- 
nicipal Year of 1961-62: 


The enrollment in the Bremen Grade School has 
decreased during the past year. The number of students 
attending high school has increased slightly and will 
probably increase again next year. 


The new school has been in use for a little over two 
years. The appropriations for repairs and maintenance 
are now at a minimum. Two or three years from now 
the town should begin appropriating a larger amount 
in order that a planned program of painting and main- 
tenance can be carried out that will keep the building 
as nearly as possible in its original condition. 


I am sure that citizens would like to see an improve- 
ment in the appearance of the grounds around the build- 
ing. It is planned to keep an area in front of the building 
and a strip along both sides of the driveway mowed 
during the coming summer. The School Department has 
been hesitant about asking for a special appropriation 
for the grounds as the appropriations for operating costs 
and tuition have been increasing about $3,000 per year. 


During the past year the basement-auditorium has 


been made more usable by the addition of a piano, cur- — 


tains that give a stage-like appearance to one end of the 
room and the purchase of two chair trucks for holding 
the folding chairs. 
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The appropriations recommended for the coming 
year are $3,225 more than last year’s. The increases are 
as follows: Elementary $1,175, Secondary tuition $2,000 
and Repairs $50. 


The usual financial and statistical information fol- 
lows this part of the report.

To the Citizens of Bremen: 


We the members of the Bremen Public Health Coun- 
cil wish to report our purpose and aim for this organ- 
ization; and also our achievements for the year 1961- 
1962. 


Our purpose is to determine through observation 
and study, health needs in the community. And our aim 
is to assist in interpreting the Public Health program 
in the community, so that it may be adequately sup- 
ported and used. 


During the past year, we have aided the Health 
Physician and the school Health Nurse in medical ex- 
aminations of all school grade children and pre-school 
children. This included assistance in the administration 
of Polio shots, Immunization, and we measured as well 
as weighed each pupil in June and September. Health 
records are kept of all children which may be examined 
and discussed with the child’s teacher. 


Child Health Clinics for the year 1962 will com- 
mence March 5th. This is to consist of Polio shots, Im- 
munization, and Physical examinations, with Dr. Mary 
Tracy, School Physician, Mrs. Esther Long, School 
Health Nurse, assisted by members of the Bremen Pub- 
lic Health Council. 


Early this year, rummage sales, raffles and a mutual 
toy party was sponsored by the Health Council so that 
funds could be raised to pay for third Fluoride Treat- 
ments. We are planning to raise more funds to continue 
this project, which is most important to the health of 
our children. This will be given by a Dental Hygenist 
from Augusta, early this year. 
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Audiometer tests were also given to grade school 
pupils, which was conducted by the members of the 
Health Council. 


The Public Health Council purchased a Day bed for 
the Bremen Grade School, and a mattress cover, pillows 
and sheets were donated. Donations of money were 
gratefully received from citizens of the town, and the 
Public Health Council wishes to thank those who con- 
tributed so graciously. Also a First Aid Kit was received 
as a donation, to be given to the school. 


The Public Health Council meets once a month for 
10 months, to discuss problems and ways to be of help 
in the community, and to better the health and needs of 
the community. 


In an effort to build a more efficient organization 
for your health, your children’s health, welfare and 
protection, we are always seeking new ideas. Your sug- 
gestions and cooperation is most welcomed in every 
way, so that we may continue further with this very 
serious and important work.

Old Fashioned Hurrah Boys 
At Bremen Town Meeting 


Bremen had a real, old-fash- 
ioned hurrah-boys at its town 
meeting Saturday night, March 
Li. 


The battle actually began at 10 
o’clock in the morning when 65 
voters turned out to give Capt. 
Dudley Hall a narrow, five-vote 
victory (35 to 30) over J. Mal- 
colm Barter for the post of mod- 
erator. 


And it continued during the 
day in close balloting on a num- 
ber of town officers. 


But matters really exploded at 

the. evening session, and at one 
time Moderator Hall called upon 
the constable and threatened to 
have a former selectman ejected 
from the hall. : 
- A group indicated they would 
walk out if the ex-selectman was 
thrown out and a former Navy 
man shouted, ‘‘This isn’t Rus- 
sia,’’ but tempers finally cooled 
off, and business resumed. 

When it was all over, the town 
ended up appropriating $5,072 
more than it did last year (which 
may mean a $15 increase in the 
tax rate), and the same principal 
group of town officers remained 
in power. 

Llewellyn W. Osier was re- 
elected first selectman in a 
three-way fight which saw E. L. 
“‘Red’’ Boutilier poll 57-votes and 
Henry Dow, 20. . 

Edwin Collamore was also re- 
elected second selectman in a 
100-52 win over newcomer Harry 
Dykemans. Unopposed for third 
selectman, Kenneth Olson was 
elected by 81 votes, but there 
were also 20 write-in votes for 
six different candidates. 

Frederica Hilton won another 
term as town clerk with 95 votes 
to 57 for Former Selectman John 
Hanley; while Carl W. Hilton, 
husband of the clerk, narrowly 
obtained re-election, 79 to 77, in 
the closest race of the day 
against Former Selectman Clyde 
Genthner for the post of tax col- 
lector. 

Mr. Hilton also.won the treas- 
_urer’s post’ over Mr. Genthner, 
79 to 76; while Hartwell Carter 


defeated incumbent J. Malcolm 
Barter for the three-year posi- 
tion of school committeeman, 87 
to 65. 

Although re-electing the ma- 
pority of their town officers, the 
Bremen voters served notice on 
them to conduct the affairs of 
the town in a more business-like 
manner. They were instructed 
to pay no overdrafts without a 
special town meeting, to protect 
the interests of the town in tax 
disputes with two large taxpay-, 
ers, to conduct regular office 
hours for the town business and 
to charge interest on taxes not 

paid by Dec. 1. 

To see that these directiong 
are Carried out, a special year 
round budget committee wa 
elected from the floor to ‘‘assist 
the selectmen in the financial 
business of the town.’’ 

Named to this group were Rob- 
ert Ides and Henry Dow from

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Report Of Superintendent Of Schools 


‘fo the Citizens of Bremen: 


I wish to submit the following report for the Mu- 
nicipal Year of 1962-63: 


The enrollment in the Bremen Grade Schooi has 
shown a slight decrease during the past year. The 
number of students attending high schcol remains 
practically the same. 


You have read a great deal during recent years 
about the need of improving reading by teaching 
sounds or phonetics. The reading system used in Bre- 
men has always included the teaching of phonetics. In 
the system being used this year, the teaching of sounds 
precedes the start of actual reading in the first grade. 
This system of teaching sounds can also be of help 
and is being used in the second grade. The results thus 
iar indicate that the system has a great deal of merit 
and that we shall want to continue to use it. The in- 
troduction of this particular method of teaching sounds 
did not make it necessary to replace the reading books 
in the school as the system is used as a supplement to 
whatever reading books a school may be using. 


The income for the support of schools comes pri- 
marily from the State and from local appropriations. 
The amount received from the State depends on the 
state valuation per pupil. Bremen has been receiving 
34% of the operating cost of the school system. This 
was based on the 1960 state valuation of $870,000. The 
1962 state valuation of the town is $970,000 and en- 
titles the town to only 26% state aid for education. The 
result is a decrease of approximately $1,400 in assist- 
ance from the State. If the cost of operating the Grade 
School plus the cost of tuition was to remain the same 
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as last year, the town would have to appropriate $1,400 
more than last year. Since the estimated operating 
cost for the coming year is about $1,500 more than last 
year, the appropriations recommended for town meet- 
ing are approximately $3,000 more than last year’s. 


The average teacher’s salary in Bremen is $4,300. 
This may be higher than the average for some of the 
surrounding towns. However, it should not be over- 
looked that the comparison is being made with towns 
that only assign one or two grades to a teacher while in 
Bremen two of the teachers are assigned three grades. 
If a choice has to be made between an allowance that 
the School Committee may think necessary to make for 
raises in salaries and tarring the driveway, the superin- 
tendent hopes that it will be the tarring of the drive- 
way that will be eliminated. The Grade School can op- 
erate without a hard-surfaced driveway but it cannot 
operate without teachers nor can it operate efficiently 
without satisfactory teachers. 


The repair account has a balance of $348.70 and 
the School Committee has recommended an appropria- 
tion of $350. The balance plus the appropriation would 
make it possible to tar the driveway. If it is not the 
wish of the citizens to have the driveway tarred this 
year, the $350 appropriation may be eliminated. 


There is an article in the warrant to see if the town 
wishes to make a recommendation relative to initiating 
a Sub-Primary. The article does not carry any appro- 
priation. . 

The usual financial and statistical information fol- 
lows this part of the report.

We the members of the Bremen Public Health 
Council wish to report our purpose and aim for this 


organization; and our achievements for the year 1962- 
1963. 


Our object is to assist in interpreting the Public 
Health Program to the community in order to have it 
adequately supported and used. To determine through 
observation and study, health needs in the community 
and to assist the Public Health Nurse in carrying out 


her program by participating in many of the health ac- 
tivities. | 


ANNUAL REPORT AT 


During the past year, we have aided the Health 
Physician and the School Health Nurse, in medical ex- 
aminations of all the grade school children and pre- 
school. This included Polio injections, Immunizations, 
and Physical examinations. 


All children were weighed and measured in June 
and September. And all records are kept at the Bre- 
men Grade School, and opened to inspection by parents 
of the pupil. 


Child Health Clinics will commence on March 11, 
1963, with Dr. Mary Tracy, and Mrs. Ethelyn E. Morse, 
Health Nurse, in attendance, with members of the Bre- 
men Health Council assisting. 


Notices are sent to Parents of pre-school children 
and announced by teachers for grade school children. 

Audiometer tests were administered to all grade 
school children in Bremen. 


Fluoride treatments will be given again in the early 
part of this year, by a Dental Hygenist from the Health 
Department, in Augusta. The Health Council will be 
responsible for the all reimbursements. 


A donation was contributed to the Grade School to- 
wards the purchase of a slide projector. 


Another contribution was sent to Pineland Hospi- 
tal and Training Center for their fine work in Pownal. 


The Health Council made trips to Skowhegan 
(Women’s Reformatory) and to the Pineland Hospital 
in Pownal. Both trips were very educational and help- 
ful in understanding the needs of these people. 


Rummage sales, Food sales, and a Mutual Toy 
Party were held in order to raise funds for our various 
projects, and health needs, such as Polio injections, and 
other test needs. 
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This year we plan to erect and install a flag pole 
and American flag for the Bremen Grade School. 


Regular meetings are held once a month, except 
for the months of July and August. Each member of 
the Council is requested to up-keep the Organization 
ethics; to inspire interest in the community so that we 
may have an efficient membership; and maintain the 
interests of the people in the community. 


We are open to any suggestions, and contributions 
so that we may continue to protect the health and wel- 
fare of this, our community.

Year Ended February 13, 1962 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the various offi- 
cers of the Town of Bremen has been completed for the year end- 
ed February 13, 1962. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions and an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are in- 
corporation in the following exhibits and schedules. 


ASSETS: 
The cash balance of $2,854.10 was verified by count and recon- 


ciliation of bank statements. 


The Accounts Receivable balance is $1,585.31 and is mostly due 
from the State for snow removal. 


Taxes Receivable are $998.70 and of this amount $666.65 is for 
the last two years. Effort should be made at once to collect or 
write off the old taxes if uncollectable. 
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All unpaid real estate has been secured with tax liens and re- 
corded. 


Tax Deeds and Tax Acquired property amount to $251.90. 
LIABILITIES: 


Accounts Payable amount to $1,500. and covers unpaid balance for 
snow removal. 


Notes Payable for temporary loans is $4,000. Originally they 
borrowed $8,000. during the year and due to large amount of out- 
standing taxes were unable to repay the notes before the end of 
the year. 


The Treasurers’ and Tax Collectors’ bond No. 113074 was prop- 
erly recorded in the Town Clerk’s records. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


The general ledger accounts containing assets, liabilities and op- 
erating accounts should be kept in a book in an orderly manner 
with each category marked. This would make for a more effici- 
ent handling. 


Excise Tax Receipts were verified in detail with copies of the 
receipts retained by the tax collector. 


The Treasurer’s receipts and warrants were posted to the prop- 
er accounts.

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Selectmen’s Comments 


We are proud to have a picture of the Patriotic 
Club’s home on our cover this year. This organization 
is a friendly, charitable group who have done much 
to bring honor and prestige to our town. 


February first, our fiscal period started with cash 
on hand of $654.75. However, Bremen at that time owed 
$2,000 on a tax anticipation loan. Thus, we had a deficit 
of $1,345.25 to start with. This loan and all loans made 
in 1963 were paid by the end of the 1963-64 fiscal period. 


More roads were repaired and improved this year 
than in any recent similar period. Our one mile of the 
Heath Road was improved and in order to meet state 
requirements we had to spend $372.17 for cutting bushes 
which caused us to have an overdraft of $222.17. Enough 
shore property has been sold as a result and, with the 
- building of a new cottage, more than this cost in new 
taxes will be forthcoming. 


The Keene Neck Road was improved to remove 
a traffic hazard. A stretch of road was improved near 
the residence of Ernest Pool’s. A much needed turn- 
about was made on the Creek Road and the Medomak 
Parking Area was much improved so that many more 
cars can be accommodated. 


In order to complete this project we over-drew our 
appropriation by about $200.00 but as we had trucks 
and equipment there we felt that it would save the 
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Five islands were sold for $3,021.50 at an expense 
of $142.26. Also the Land Office of the State Forestry 
Commission has determined that Hungary Island be- 
longs to Bremen for tax purposes. These properties are 
additional sources of tax revenue. 


The Audubon Society became, according to the 
State Taxation Division of Maine, a tax exempt Lit- 
erary and Scientific Organization, incorporated in this 
State. They paid about $2,000.00 for taxes in 1963 with 
the understanding that the town will accept a gift of 
$800.00 per year. If Bremen does not comply with the 
terms, the 1963 taxes will have to be returned until this 
tax question is settled thru litigation. Our attorney has 
advised us to accept a compromise of this issue with the 
Audubon Society. 


We want to take this opportunity to give credit to 
Henry Dow for the excellent work he has done this past 
year as constable and deputy-sheriff of Bremen. 


Many have commented favorably on the appearance 
of the Hillside and Lower Cemeteries. Credit for this 
goes to Raymond Genthner and Cleveland Gross. 


In conclusion, there are two other civic groups that 
deserve real credit for their work and sacrifice in order 
to benefit the children and others of this community. 
We should appreciate and honor those dedicated citi- 
zens on the Health Council, and also the trustees and 
others who are doing so much to make our library more 
efficient each year.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 
To the Citizens of Bremen: 


I wish to submit the following report for the Mu- 
nicipal Year of 1963-64: 


The enrollment in the Bremen Grade School varies 
only slightly during recent years. There are now 62 
enrolled in the school compared with 57 for last year. 


The number of tuition students will decrease slight- 
ly for the next three years. However, the decline will 
be offset by the increase in tuition rates. 


The gross operating cost for the Grade School and 
for secondary tuition for the coming year is estimated 
to be about $1,000 more than last year. However, an in- 
crease in the state subsidy for 1964 will offset this in- 
crease. The appropriations recommended for next year 
for operating expenses are the same as last year. 


The balance to be carried forward in the Repair 
Account is $217.92. The School Committee recommends 
an appropriation of $100. The plans are to use the money 
for (1) completion of the flag pole, (2) painting the ex- 
terior of the school and (3) maintenance that cannot be 
anticipated, as service calls on the heating and plumb- 
ing systems. 


The usual financial and statistical information fol- 
lows this part of the report.

We the members of the Bremen Public Health 


Council wish to report our achievements for the year 
1963-1964. 


Sixty-one children from the Grade School were 
weighed and measured, September 1963, and will be 
weighed and measured again, June 1964. 


Grades 2-3-5-6-8, and pre-school children received 
Fluoride treatments, sponsored by the Health Council. 
A Dental Hygenist from the Welfare Department in 
Augusta was in attendance. A full report was sent to 
the Principal of the school, and the President of the 
Health Council. 


Child Health Clinics will commence in March 1964, 
at which time school immunizations, Polio Oral injec- 
tions, Physical examinations, and all other necessary 
examinations, will be given by Dr. Mary Tracy, school 
physician, with Mrs. Esther Long in attendance, and 
members of the Council assisting. Parents are notified 
of clinic dates, and consent slips are mailed by the 
Council. 


Health records are retained of each pupil at the 
school, and are available to all parents. 


Rummage sales are held twice a year in order to 
raise money for these projects. 
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Donations were sent to Pineland Hospital and. 
Training Centers, the DARA, and a book donated for 
Children of the Bremen Library, “Teenage Treasury”. 


We attended meetings of our neighbor Health Coun- 
cils, which proved very educational as well as enter- 


taining. 


Our meetings are held each month except July and 
August. Each member of the Health Council is required 
to up-keep the ethics of this organization; to inspire 
interest in the community so that we may have an 
efficient membership; and maintain the interest of the 
people of the community. 


Since we are a fairly new organization, we would 
greatly appreciate any contributions to help us continue 
to keep up the welfare of our community. And we will 
gladly accept any suggestions at all times from the 
citizens of the Town of Bremen.

To the Citizens of Bremen: 


As Chairman of the Board of Trustees of the Bre- 
men Library Association, I wish to submit the following 
report concerning Library use and its implications for 


the Town. 


For some years it has been customary for the Town 
of Bremen to support its independent library with an 
appropriation of $200, a contribution which assures an 
additional ten per cent in aid from the State. A glance 
at the vastly increased use of the Bremen Library will 


show how well spent this money has been. 


In 1959, total circulation at the Library was 713; in 
1963 it was 1,691. Attendance in 1959 was a mere 384; 


in four short years it had increased almost fivefold, to 
dee 


Part of this dramatic increase is the presence of the 
new Bremen Grade School. We can be truly proud of 
the extra opportunities offered to our children as the 
result of this proximity. But adult use has also more 
than doubled during these years. As we have always 
hoped it would be, the Library is of rapidly increasing 
benefit to the whole Town. 
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During 1963 alone, 233 books were added to the 
library shelves, some by donation and others by pur- 
chase. We have received much favorable comment on 
the large proportion of up-to-date books — a remark- 


able condition for so small a library. 


The Library Association makes year-long efforts 
to raise money on its own to continue this highly suc- 
cessful programme, and feels especially grateful for the 
full measure of public support it has received. But to 
assure continuance, the Library depends heavily on 


the annual appropriation from the Town.

This would mean that $2,000.00 
would have to be appropriated for each year for four 
years. j 


The revaluation means that aerial maps would be 
made showing all of Bremen’s real estate. Individual 
properties will be shown a chart made from these maps. 
Expert appraisers would value all properties on a real 
or market value using 1 yard stick for all propterties.

Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 


“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall 
give seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by 
posting notification in some public place in Town, or 
shall notify them in such other ways as the Town at 
its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of their polls and all their 
estates, real and personal, not by law exempt from 
taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day 
of April of the same year. If any resident owner after 
such notice, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby 
barred of his right to make application to the Assessors 
or the County Commissioners for any abatement of his 
taxes unless he offers such lists with his application 
and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed.” 


Veterans entitled to Tax exemptions should file 
application and documentary proof of entitlement on 
or before April 1. 


NOTE: It is particularly important that taxpay-

February 15, 1965 


The cost of the 1963-64 audit and town reports of 
$997.04 we feel is excessively high which is the reason 
for the simplicity and plainness of this years report. 


No town road improvement or state aid money 
was expended this year as the amounts available were 
not sufficient to accomplish anything worthwhile. 
However amounts accumulated to 1965-66 should 
enable us to do considerable road work this year. We 
feel that the town road improvement money should 
be expended on the Fogler road, state aid construction 
will be spent where it is needed the most. 


The Selectmen and interested citizens attended 
a hearing of the Committee of Legal Affairs at 
Augusta on the matter of ownership of Hungry Island, 
the meeting has been continued and at this date we. 
have nothing definite to report. 


Town Landing Boundaries were investigated. We 
have checked all available deeds and records and have 
surveyed and installed granite markers at the town 
landings at Biscay Pond, Broad Cove and Medomak. 
We also have maps framed for display. 


Serious consideration should be given to the 
Bremen Fire Department, ‘organization and equipment 
is rapidly deteriating, we should start a sinking fund 
for needed equipment. At the moment, the Town of 
Bremen as well as each individual property owner re- 
ceives no credit on their fire insurance rate because 
the Bremen Fire Department does not meet the mini- 
mum requirements established by New England Fire 
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Insurance Rating Association in order to be considered 
“available”. The definition of an available fire depart- 
ment station follows: A fire department station to be 
classified as “available” must be located within the 
corporate limits of the city or town or village contain- 
ing the risk and should meet the following conditions:- 
1. The building in which the apparatus is sta- 
tioned to be suitably constructed, to have accep- 
table heating arrangements and to contain an 
approved automotive pumping engine of at least 
500 gallons per minute capacity carrying at least 
1000 feet of 2 and one half inch double-jacket 
cotton rubber lined hose. 
2. The apparatus to be manned by a regularly or- 
ganized paid or volunteer fire department. 


The revaluation program is progressing smoothly, 
and again at this date we have nothing definite to 
report to the citizens of Bremen, property maps have 
been completed and copies will be available at a later 
date. We emphasize the fact that residents must de- 
clare all real and personal property April 1st. 1965, 
those who do not will lose the right of appeal, non- 
residents will receive forms in the mail and they have 
until May 1, 1965 to submit them to the assessors. 


We wish to thank all the people who devoted their 
time and effort to aid the Selectmen in these projects. 
Increased community spirit is needed to further the 
progress of the town of Bremen. Please do not hesitate 
to ask about anything that has not been clearly ex- 
plained in this town report.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF BREMEN 
FEBRUARY 1, 1963 TO JANUARY 31, 1964 


An audit has been completed of the financial records 
of the Town of Bremen for the fiscal year ended 
January 31, 1964. The audit consisted of an examina- 
tion of the records maintained by the Selectmen, 
Treasurer, Tax Collector and other municipal officials. 
The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net un- 
expended departmental balance laspsed amounted to 
$1,935.41, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $4,003.66 
Overdrafts 2,068.25 
Net Unexpended Balance $1,935.41 


The overlay and supplemental taxes, less abatements, 
were the major factors contributing to the amount 
lapsed to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS ... The general cash balance of $2,332.14 
was on deposit in the First National Bank, Damaris- 
cotta, Maine at January 31, 1964. 


Taxes receivable totaling $5,184.91 consisted of cur- 
rent year accounts of $4,271.81 and the remaining bal- 
ance of $913.60 was due on assessments dating from 
1958. Tax liens, tax deeds and tax acquired property 
amounted to $486.33, $28.31 and $478.42 respectively. 
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LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS ..... 
The appropriation accounts showed a net overdraft of 
$282.50 that is carried forward to the ensuing year in 
accordance with legal requirments and/or customary 
practice. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $8,800.27, an 
increase of $5,239.14 for the year. The change was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended depart- 
mental balance lapsed and the sale of Five Islands. 


DEBT FUND... .. The debt fund, incorporated in 
the balance sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstand- 
ing school construction notes of $12,000.00 which are 
to be retired from future revenue. 


TRUST AND SPECIAL FUNDS .... The trust fund 
principals totaled $5,187.62 and unexpended income 
amounted to $919.31 at the year end. These funds are 
invested in local banks and U.S. Treasury Bonds. 
The revaluation fund of $1,500.00 was on deposit in 
the First National Bank, Damariscotta, Maine. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS ... .The departmen- 
tal accounts showed an increase of $7,474.70 in funds 
raised by taxation as compared with the preceding 
year. Larger appropriations for education, special as- 
sessments and unclassified accounts were the major 
tactors responsible for the increase. 


GENERAL. ...The townspeople authorized the use of 
excise tax revenue for the payment of notes and in- 
terest. 


The following recommendations appear worthy of 
consideration: 


The valuation records should contain all the 
taxable property. 
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Payrolls and vendors’ original invoices should 
be kept on file to substantiate all expendi- 
tures. 

Excise tax collections on automotive vehicles 
should be made per statutory requirements. 
Waivers should be obtained for partial pay- 
ments on tax liens to protect the town’s fore- 
closure rights. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Count of cash was made and records 
checked to determine the accuracy of recording cash 
transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank 
statements furnished by the depository or by direct 
bank confirmation. Verifications were utilized, on a 
test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well 
as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, pay- 
roll and cancelled checks were examined for a selected 
period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with copies of 
receipts retained by the collector. Education account 
balances checked with the report of the Superinten- 
dent of Schools. Debt, trust, and special fund trans- 
actions were reviewed. Surety bond coverage was ex- 
amined. .

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Bremen: 
Submitted herewith is my first annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 


The per pupil cost of educating youngsters at the 
elementary school for the year ending June of 1964 
was $306.41 as compared with the state average of 
$269.47. 


The reason for the cost of educating Bremen 

pupils being higher than in most communities is be- 
cause of the small number of children to be educated. 
There is nothing to indicate any substantial increase 
in school population for some years to come. 
The budget for 1965 is lower than the 1964 budget 
due to a decrease in tuition students. The approp- 
riation requested hy the School Committee is $568.00 
less than the appropriation of last year. 


The school department can operate on less money 
this year while still making such improvements or re- 
pairing the roof, improving the playground, and pur- 
chasing a floor machine to maintain the appearance 
and value of your school. It is also planned to have 
the remainder of the building painted this summer 
that was not completed in the summer of 1964. 


Educational television has been initiated in the 
school. If it was not for groups of interested citizens 
in the community taking some positive action in the 
direction of educational improvements, it is doubtful 
if ETV would have been started this year. 
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I wish to thank the School Committee, school 
personnel and the citizens of Bremen for their cooper- 
ation during my first year as your Superintendent of 
Schools.

We the members of the Bremen Public Health 
Council wish to report our purpose and aim for this 
organization; and our achievements for the year 1964- 
1965. 


Our object is to assist in interpreting the Public 
Health Program to the community in order to have 
it adequately supported and used. 


To assist the Public Health Nurse and School 
Physician in carrying out their program by participat- 
ing and helping in many of the health activities and 
clinics. 


Each pupil is weighed and measured, by the 
Counci!, twice a year, and Audiometer tests are ad- 
ministered each year. The records are kept at the 
Grade school. Parents may consult the Principal at 
all times to inspect such records. 


Notices are sent to all parents of pre-school cnii- 
dren by the Council’s Secretary whenever a Health 
Clinic is announced. 


The Public Health Council sponsors Annual Rum- 
mage Sales, Food Sales, Dutchmaid Parties, and other 
activities to raise funds for the purchase and payment 
of any needs that arise such as, Fluoride treatments, 
which are administered by a Dental Hygenist, and 
sponsored by the Council. 


Contributions were made to various, Children’s 
hospitals, and donations were given for the Sunday 
School Halloween Party and the Christmas Party, in 
Bremen. 


The Health Council sponsors awards and certifi- 
cates at the end of the school year for best written 
Essays on Education by the Bremen Grade School 
pupils. 
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At the present time, The Council plans to donate 
a sum of money to the Grade School in Bremen for 
playground equipment. 


At the Town meeting, this year, it plans to sell 
doughnuts and coffee, which will help to sponsor more 
needy activities in the health and welfare of the com- 
munity. 


Meetings are conducted each month, except July 
and August. The members of the Bremen Public 
Health Council are ready and eager to up-keep the 
Organization ethics; to inspire interest in the com- 
munity, so that it may have an efficient membership;

NURSING SERVICE 
In Bremen For The Year 1964 


The very important work of the Division of Pub- 
lic Health Nursing of the Maine Department of Health, 
of which your public health nurse is a member, is to 
provide public health nursing service to people in the 
rural areas and small towns of Maine. These services 
include: 

Health teaching of individuals and families in 
their homes for the prevention of illness, promotion 
of health and correction of health defects; 

Teaching nursing care of the sick and rehabili- 
tation of the handicapped in their own homes, with 
medical direction from the patient’s physician; 

Prevention and control of communicable diseases 
through immunization programs, detection and con- 
tinuous supervision of the care of persons with tub- 
erculosis and venereal disease, and through planned 
health education; 

Maternal and chiid care which includes school 
health nursing service and the planned child health 
conference ; | 

Nursing care supervision during the home 
visit to individuals and families who receive care 
from clinics and services sponsored by Maine; ex- 
amples: crippled children; pre-school age children 
with mental retardation; children with a cleft palate; 
the adolescent; cardiac; or anyone with tuberculosis. 
The nurse visits to help patients and families follow 
the doctor’s instructions for treatment ; 
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Working closely with physicians, hospitals and 
other health and social agencies in behalf of patients 
and families; 

Working closely with the townspeople, individ- 
ually and in groups, so that the people themselves 
will take responsibility for developing health pro- 
grams to meet their unique local health needs. 

During the year your public health nurse made 
twenty-two visits to the town of Bremen. Table 1 
presents some of the nurse’s activities.
